The closest prior art to Read (U.S. Patent 6,035,072) and Imaizumi (U.S. Patent 
6,792,161 ) failed to teach or suggest, associating probable dust artifact regions with one 
or more values of one or more extracted parameters relating to the lens assembly of the 
digital acquisition device when the images were acquired, forming a statistical dust map 
including mapped dust regions based on the dust artifact determining and associating, 
and correcting pixels corresponding to correlated dust artifact regions within further 
digitally-acquired images based on the associated statistical dust map. Therefore, in 
combination with all the other limitations claims 1-70 are allowable.
